It was not boisterous, but ailent 
tears, the sad demeanor, manifested a sorrow 
not to be doubted, thou h too imtense for utter- 
ance. He was there to take charge of his father, 
and helped to place bim in the wagon, but the 
femily became so that they were 
afraid to claim the body, and permitted it to re- 
main in the hands of the coroner.

GEORGE W. BAXTER, SHERIFF 
being sworn, testified: I suppose thay arrived. 
at my house about one o'clock. Theydemanded 
keys of the jail, and I told them to wait until 

I could dress myseif. I did not want any contro- 
verxy there with them before my wife. I dressed 
and came out. They were disguised with white 
masks over their faces. I went around to the 
jail, and they demanded the keys agaip, when I 
told them I did not have the keys. They insisted 
on my giving the keys up, and iI 
told them again I did not have 
the keys, when they presented a pistol 
at me; still I refused, amd told them I had gent 
the keys to Jeffersonville, by Judge Dunham. 
They tnen called for the tools, saying to Number 
One end Number Two to “fetch in the tools.“ 
and proceeded to break open the jail. I think 
there were about twenty men in the house; there 
were more outside. I could not say who they 
were, After getting the prisoners they left 
town, going out on the Lexington road. I fol- 
lowed, and arrived at the place where the hang 
ing was done. I gaw nobody there when I ar- 
rived, except the three dead negroes. 

Mitchell Funk was sworn and tostified to facts
